PAPER-COVERED EDITIONS. 


For some years past the old fashion of 
issuing cheap paper-covered editions of note- 
worthy books of good sale seems to have 
lapsed; but it has now been revived by a lead- 
ing and enterprising house, which has an- 
nounced six volumes of standard and “live” 
fiction in twenty-five cent editions. The vol- 
umes in quality of manufacture do credit to 
the Macmillan Company and give a remarka- 
ble quarter’s-worth, It is the plan of the 
house to confine the experiment this year to 
the six novels already announced, by way of 
test of popular demand and wholesome effect 
upon the trade. This experiment, which 
Promises to be successful from every point of 
view, has an interesting bearing on the mooted 
question of the price of fiction, 

Previous to the passage of the “international 
copyright” amendment in 1891, the cheap re- 
Prints based on a dime price had pretty nearly 
knocked to pieces the sale of fiction other- 
wise. It was not until after international 
copyright was assured and the piracy of cur- 
tent English novels stopped that the develop- 
ment of American fiction, especially in the 
shape of the “big sellers” requiring editions 
by the 109,000, had its renascence, reviving 
the successes of an early generation, when 
English fiction had not possessed our market, 
and “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” “The Lamplighter,” 
and “A Prince of the House of David” had 
Success not less phenomenal than those of the 
leaders of to-day. The international copy- 
right amendment, while it has been a benefit 
fo the leading English novelists, has in fact 
a the lesser lights of English fiction 

rom finding a market in America; and from 
ae and from individual bookbuyers 
ty a e demand for popular novels, especial- 

* Mose American in scene as well as in ori- 
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gin, has been something extraordinary. Dur- 
ing most of these years, as has been wittily 
said, there were few Americans who hadn’t 
a dollar to spare for the luxury of a new 
novel ; but with the recent curtailment of prof- 
its and spending, the sale of the $1.50 book 
may be curtailed, and the present arrange- 
ment is intended to reach those who have a 
quarter to spend, but not a dollar, for such 
purposes. 

Of course the danger of the paper-covered 
edition is that if issued simultaneously with 
the cloth edition, or soon after, it tends to 
limit the sale of the cloth edition, from which 
both author and publisher expect to reap their 
fair return. -In some cases jobbers, retailers, 
or libraries have bought paper editions to re- 
bind in more expensive and durable shape, and 
thus indirectly reduced the author’s royalty 
and the publisher’s profit. One publisher 
sought to provide against this difficulty by 
invoking the aid of the copyright law to pre- 
vent the rebinding of the paper-covered edi- 
tion in a shape which made it a rival of the 
cloth-bound edition—but it was difficult to 
discern legal basis for this scheme, and we 
think it was not continued. It goes without 
saying that a novel issued originally at a 
twenty-five cent price would not give either 
author or publisher any margin of profit. 

Under the present arrangements of the 
American Publishers’ Association the 
called $1.50 novel as usually sold especially 
at the department stores at $1.08 has been 
practically a dollar book. It has always been 
to our regret that this situation was not frank- 
ly faced and a dollar novel on the net price 
basis made the general rule. By printing a 
paper-covered edition at the end ot the year 
of protection the original edition has its fair 
chance to remunerate both author and pub- 
lisher of a successful book adequately, and 
thereafter larger sales can be stimulated and 
the full harvest reaped by the issue of a cheap 
paper-covered edition. Of course the expec- 
tation of such an edition will naturally check 
orders from jobbers and retailers toward the 
close of the period of protection, and libraries 
will also be likely to curtail their orders for 
“the latest new novel” as demanded by all li- 
brary patrons at once, to a minimum number 
of cloth-bound copies and await the expiration 
of the year to stock up further where a book 
has shown evidences of permanent popularity. 
This will be an effect not altogether to be 
deprecated, even from the booktrade point of 
view. Many bookbuyers will be the more 
likely to buy the book for their individual 


so- 
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use when it comes in the shape of a good 
cheap edition, sufficiently well bound to out- 
last a fair reading use. 

The experiment of the Macmillan house 
seems so far to have received the general 
support of the trade—despite some rumors of 
protest which seem not to be well founded— 
and the experiment will be watched through- 
out the trade with considerable interest. 


THE retirement of Mr. J. W. Nichols from 
the secretaryship of the American Booksell- 
ers’ Association should not pass without de- 
served recognition. To him more than to 
any other man is due the development of that 
organization; and while some features of his 
administration may be subject to criticism, 
his associates and the trade owe him thanks 
and appreciation for the results he and the 
organization have helped to achieve. Without 
pecuniary compensation from the Association 
itself for his work in and for it, Mr. Nichols 
has given time from his correlated business 
enterprise, the Consolidated Retail Booksell- 
ers’ Organization, freely and unstintedly, to 
this voluntary work. We trust the American 
Booksellers’ Association will prove its right 
to permanency and continuing success—but. it 
will not do so unless its members back up 
the efforts of their representatives with pe- 
cuniary as well as moral support.

“AMERICANIZED ENCYCLOPAEDIA 
BRITANNICA” RESTRAINED. 


Jupce Lacomse, of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of the Southern District of New 
York, on May 24 issued an order restraining 
the Tribune Association of New York City 
from printing, publishing, vending, etc., “The 
Americanized Encyclopedia Britannica,” 
which The Encyclopedia Britannica Com- 
‘pany, of 225 Fourth Avenue, New York City, 
claims violates its copyright. The Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica Company some time ago 
acquired all the rights in this country of A. 
& C. Black, of Edinburgh, to the original 
Encyclopedia -Britannica, including a number 
of articles copyrighted in the United States. 
The so-called “Americanized” edition is pub- 
lished by the Saalfield Publishing Company, 
of Akron, O., and was offered as a premium 
by the Tribune Association. It is made up 
of eight volumes, instead of the twenty-four 
volumes of the original, and the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica Company made the charge 
in court that this compression was the re- 
sult, virtually, of cancelling and mutilating 
about two-thirds of the English work. The 
ground of the action was that the “American- 
ized” edition infringed a number of articles in 
the ninth Edinburgh edition, which had been 
copyrighted in America. 

The “Americanized” edition also had a 
four-volume supplement which was supposed 


to bring the work up to date. D. Appleton & 
Co. claimed that these supplemental volumes 
were largely made up of appropriations from 
“Appleton’s Cyclopedia of American Biog- 
raphy.” The Appletons thereupon brought 
suit in the United States Circuit Court of 
New Jersey for infringement of copyright 
against the Werner Company of Akron, O., 
the American Newspaper Association of New 
York, and the Saalfield Publishing Company 
of Akron, O. In order to avoid further liti- 
gation, the suit against the Saalfield Pub- 
lishing Company has just been settled in 
court by a stipulation in which the defendants 
agree not to print or sell any further copies 
of the offending work, to destroy all printed 
sheets, to destroy or melt the portions of the 
plates from which the infringing matter in the 
Supplement as it appears in the “American- 
ized Encyclopedia Britannica” has _ been 
printed, and to pay D. Appleton & Co. the 
sum of $2000 damages. 

In the suit of the Encyclopedia Britannica 
Company against the Tribune Association a 
large amount of documentary evidence was 
introduced. When the case came into court, 
Judge Lacombe gave a restraining order. 
After the full hearing the judge confirmed 
the restraining order, and granted an injunc- 
tion against the Tribune Association, which 
enjoins it from “printing, reprinting, publish- 
ing, completing, copying, executing, finishing, 
vending, advertising, or in any manner offer- 
ing for sale or selling’ any sets of the said 
alleged “Americanized Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica” containing any of the copyrighted ar- 
ticles specified in the bill of complaints.

FOREIGN CORPORATIONS IN NEW 
JERSEY. 


A wew law has just been adopted by the 
New Jersey Legislature, namely, Chapter 221, 
Laws of 1904, providing for the licensing and 
taxing of foreign corporations. Members at 
the trade interested in the State, especially 
members of corporations, are advised to com- 
ply with the new regulations. 
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HOTEL KEEPER MAY SEIZE DRUM- 
MER’S SAMPLES. 


Junce BURPEE, of Waterbury, Conn., has 
¢ied his decision in the city court of Water- 
bury in the ease of the Royal Novelty Com- 
pany vs. Mulcahy, giving judgment for the 
defendant to recover replevined goods and 
awarding damages of $1 and costs. The case 
involves the interesting point of law as to 
whether or not a hotelkeeper can seize a 
drummer’s samples, the property of the com- 
pany he represents. Proprietor Mulcahy, of 
the Broadway Hotel, of Waterbury, took this 
course in the case of a representative of the 
Royal Novelty Company that was stopping 
at his house. A transient of this kind, ac- 
cording to the law, is a guest and not a 
boarder, and the common law provides that 
goods of a guest can be seized. When Mr. 
Mulcahy took the drummer’s samples the 
company recovered them in a suit of replevin. 
By Judge Burpee’s decision the goods are the 
property of the hotel proprietor, and he also 
gets damages of $1 and costs. 





THE ENGLISH BOOKSELLERS’ ASSO- 
CIATION. 


Tue AssoctATeD BooKSELLERS OF GREAT 
BRITAIN AND IRELAND held its annual meeting 
at Stationers’ Hall, on May 6, H. W. Keay, 
the president of the Association, acting as 
chairman. From the report presented it ap- 
pears that the net system is being steadily ex- 
tended, 3581 of the 8779 published last year 
having been put out as net books, or 531 more 
than in 1902, The president, commenting on 
this, thought that “‘net’ books are easier to 
deal with because the public were beginning 
to learn that when they asked for ‘net’ books 
there was no deviation in price, and they were 
just as well satisfied as before.” 

The efforts to get the Educational Supply 
houses to consent to a maximum discount on 
educational books for elementary schools 
have so far proved unsuccessful, as have been 
those of the members of the Library Associa- 
tion to induce the publishers to consider the 
advisability of allowing some discount off 
net” books to the libraries. Speaking on the 
subject of discount to the libraries, one of the

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BULLETINS OF A. L. A. COMMITTEE 
ON BOOK PRICES. 


_ Tue A. L. A. committee on book prices has 
issued Bulletins Nos. 4 and 5 on “Bookbuy- 
ing,” for April and May, respectively, as fol- 
Ows;: BULLETIN NO. 4. 


The money paid for books by 206 libraries 
in a recent year was about $700,000. Of these, 
12;..spent less than $100 each. Only six col- 
legé and three state libraries are included. 
All the libraries in the country spend for 
books annually over $2,000,000. Such a group 
ot buyers, if united in purpose, can obtain 
proper concessions in the market. 

For those who wish to file a protest against 
a certain bill now before Congress, with any 
member of Congress, the following is sug- 
gested: 

“In the name of this library, I desire to 
enter a protest against Senate bill 5314, intro- 
duced by Senator Platt, of Connecticut, on 
March 30. It provides that the privileges of 
the free importation given to libraries shail 
be restricted to the case of those articles con- 
cerning which ‘the holders of the American 
copyrights thereof, in writing consent to such 
importation. This law is unwise because 
there are often occasions in which it is desira- 
ble to have both a foreign and an American 
edition of a book in a public library, and be- 
cause frequently the foreign edition is more 
desirable than the American one, on account 
either of the character of the paper, binding, 
or price. There is a still more serious ob- 
jection. It would make it almost impossible 
for a library to order a book in advance of 
publication. Frequently a book is announced 
on one side of the ocean or the other, months 
and even years before it is published, and be- 
fore plans have been made to obtain an inter- 
national copyright for it. It is impossible for 
libraries to know in advance what books will 
be copyrighted, and it would happen continu- 
ally that a book which we had ordered from 
abroad would be copyrighted in the United 
States between the date of the order and the 
time when we receive the book. I trust that 
you will use your influence against this bill.” 

Publishers depend on library trade in issu- 
ing books not in great popular demand. For 
example, some of them have said it pays to 
issue any “nature book,” as the libraries will 
always take enough to cover the cost. [If li- 
brarians generally refrain from the purchase 
of new books, within the first year after issue, 
the value of their trade to publishers will be- 
come very evident. ...
